Suicide of Max. Pfennig in Mid- 


Lake Last Night* 


WAS A WELL KNOWN GERMAN 


CITIZEN OF JANESVILLE. 


News of the Alleged Suicide Received Here from Milwaukee 


This Morning, and Was a Great Surprise—Mr. Pfen- 


nig Was on a Visit to Ludington, Mich., and There Was 
No Indication or Known Reason Why He Should Re- 
sort to So Desperate an Act: 


Milwaukee, Wis., Nov. 29—The offi- 


•cers of tha F. & P. M. steamer No. 3 
-arrived in port from Ludington, Mich., 
.yesterday afternoon, reported that a 
passenger. Max Pfennig, whoee home 
•was in Janesville; jumped overboard and 
•drowned about 4 o'clock yesterday morn 
ing. Pfennig, who. was'about 60 years 
of age, went to Ludington two weeks 
•ago and was on his way home. He was 
seen by one of the crew, dressed and 
walking on the 7deck early yesterday 
morning, but shortly after he disap 
•peared, though no one saw him jump 
overboard. His clothing and effects are 
•now at the local F. & P. M. office.- 


News of the alleged suicide reached

family when seen' tbda!y; expressed sur- 
prise at the report of. the suicide! Many- 
allege that if Mr. Pfennig's body, is 
found in Lake Michigan it will be found 
'that Ms death has been the result of 
accidental drowning. They- said that 
undoubtedly he accidentally fell over- 
board-swhile walking too near the boat's 
railing. . 


A close friend of the. family stated 
today:

"1 would not be ir- the least surprised 


if Mr. Pfennig's body is found in Lake 
Michigan and the report of his suicide 
is true. When he left Janesville a few 
days ago he informed me that he had 
too much to worry him here in this 
world. He said he intended soon to 
put a stop to all his troubles. Several 
times he talked of (Committing suicide.. 


Several messages were forwarded to 


Milwaukee today and every effort is 
being made to ferret oat the mystery. 
An effort will be 'made to patrol - the 
shore south of Milwaukee in the hopes 
of locating the body .in case it is washed 
ashore. The remains will be brougnt 
here for burial if found. 


TVas Born in Prussia, Germany

was born in Prussia, ' Germany. x He 


: grew to manhood in his native land and 


on reaching military age he entered the 
German-army where he' served his full 
time as demanded by the laws of Ger 
many. His service in the army was 
marked by promotion as he was regard- 
ed as an ideal soldier, well versed in all 
or-my tactics.

lieutenant, a rank corresponding with 
captain in our army and to which all 
German soldiers aspire.

United States notes, treasury notes 


and silver certificates, when redeemed in 
gold, are to be held in the division of 
issue and redemption and'paid .out again 
only in exchange for gold. 


The silver bullion purchased under 


the Sherman act and held 
by the 


treasury is to be available for the coin- 
age of subsidiary silver coins. 


Worn and uncurrent subsidiary silver 


coins are to be recoined from time to 
time, as it becomes necessary, and the 
legal limitation of $50.000,000 placed on 
such coinage is to be removed. :

The denominations of future issues of 


United States notes are to be deter- 
mined by the secretary of the treasurer, 
but silver certificates shall be issued 
only in denominations of $1, $2 and 85. 


National banks are to be permitted to 
issue their notes up to the par value of 
the bonds deposited by them to secure 
circulation.

House for a systematic refunding of the 
national debt in connection with the es- 
tablishment of the gold standard and 
this, is likely to be ac-iepted by the 
House. No attempt has been made to 
harmonize the views of Senate and 
House on the currency question for the 
simple reason that.so'-far as the republi- 
cans are concerned, there is practically 
no division of opinion. The general 
principles of the House bill will be 
adopted by the Senate, with such amend- 
ments a'nd modifications only as seem 
likely to perfect 'the scheme. It is the 
purpose of the leaders to put the gold 
standard into the statute law, without 
equivocation for the express purpose of 
going before the people on this issue.

Supreme Trial 'of Strength 


London, Nov. 29 -[Special Cable- 


gram]—A supreme: trial of strength be- 
tween the Boers and British in western 
Cape Colony .occurred' yesterday when 
Gen. Methuen'e column, advancing to 
relieve Kimbefley, was opposed by the 
Boer main force at the Modder river,- 
twenty.five miles south" of Kimberley.. 
Gen. Methuen's report says: - 


"The action commenced with.artillery, 


mounted infantry and; the Ninth brigade •'•'. 
on the left. I attacked the enemy with 
a widely extended formation, supported 
by artillery. I found myself in. front of' 
the whole Boer force, comprising eight 
thousand men, with two;ljirge guns, four 
Krupps and other pieces.* The naval 
brigade rendered greafraesiesa'riee', from 
the railway.

•disaster. The. officers an'd soldiers were 
.for twelve days bailing with buckets. 
The steamer was uuseaworthy. under- 
manned and short of provisions. Her 
•engines broke down and ' she rolled 
three days in a typhoon. 
.\Vhen the Manaueuse anchored in 
the bay, thirty-three days from San 
Francisco, there was several feet of 


.- water in the hold, and 
400 grimy, 


.greasy, hungry, exhausted soldiers and 
sailors had been bailing water since 
Nov. 17, night and day. First Assist- 
ant Engineer Dunleavy was -under ar- 
rest, and, according to Col. "Webb 
Hayes' official report, the chief engi- 
neer would also have been under' ar- 
rest if there had been any .one to re- 
place him.

The colonel's report also declares 


that the captain of the vessel told him 
that the only: thing which brought 
them through was the. 'fact that the 
nien were greenhorns, and failed 
to 


realize their ; danger, while experienced 
•seamen would have deserted the ship 
.and_ taken; to the boats in midocean. 


The Manaueuse is a chartered ship 


flying the British flag. It belongs to 
;a firm of which Senator Perkins of SaA 
Francisco is alleged to be a junior 
member. 
The officers say the firm 


Sought the bor.t .for" $45,000,. and they 
, claim efforts were made to sell it to. 
the government for $150,000. It started 
from Sah Francisco accompanied by 
the transport Pekin, which. carried the 
Temainder of the- regiment, and en'- 
•count'ered heavy, seas to Honolulu, 
without accident.

'After starting.it developed that the 


'.Manaueuse. was undermanned, and sol- 
diers had ft> be detailed to act as .fi're- 


. .men,: coal -passers and waiters and to 


-do other work. ":• Before reaching Hon- 
olulu 'the crew concluded that the ship 
•was not safe and the majority agreed 
to. desert. Though they were ' closely 
"watched, many of the crew succeeded- 
in getting away; and the Manaueuse 


• left. Honolulu with less than half the 
••crew. The captain of the transport 
.Nov. 17 .told Col. Hayes that the vessel 
had sprung a leak and an investiga- 
tion resulted in finding several feet of 
Tvater in the hold. '...The steam. pumps 
were .tried, but failed-, to. work, and 
mere were no hand; pumps on board. 
However, forty-six buckets were found, 
-others were improvised, and the sol- 
diers not employed in working the ship 


' -were organized into five shifts, and, 


•stripped and forming, lines, they began 
hailing, the officers working with the 
Tuen, passing the buckets,' which were 
.:sent up to the deck by a windlass. The 
.longest time a shift could stand was 
two iiours, and often 'the period was 
-Jiot longer than, half an hour.

"bailing continued until the ship an- 
-chorea here.

The same day the leak was discov- 


ered the machinery collapsed and the 
•electric-lighting plant and evaporat- 
ing, ; distilling and refrigerating appa-

•exhausted after a few! days. '' The water 
rose rapidly and the bailing force was 
•doubted. The: buckets were gradually 
.smashed, and barrels and'-boxes were 
substituted for them, the. men working

the fires orily"by being lifted- on .the 
shoulders of the other men, through 
water waist deep.

The typhoon lasted two days and a 


half, .and in the midst of it'the engines 
stopped. 
The officers then held a 


council and found that there were 420 
persons on_ board, with lifeboat ac- 
commodations for 213. In the mean- 
time the men. below, ignorant of their 
.extreme peril, were 'passing buckets 
and singing, "What the H—1 Do We. 
Care," while the ship rolled helpless 
on the ocean, with hatches closed. 


The heat was intense until the ty- 


phoon passed, and then the Pekin, 
which had retraced its course about 
seventy miles, came alongside : the 
Manaueuse, 
which, was rolling so 


heavily that the soldiers, in the hold 
could at 
each roll see the Pekin 


through the hatches overhead. 


Col. James S. Pettit, commander o£ 


the Thirty-first 
volunteer regiment, 


ordered the Manaueuse to proceed to 
Guam .and await relief, but the cap- 
tain of the..'Manaueuse demurred, the 
officers say, because the government' 
was renting the ship for $500 a day. 
. Throughout the remainder 'of the 
... !.',„ p-p^.^p,, o|, the Manaueuse 


failed frequently, and the ship would 
roll for a few hours while the engines 
were repairing. . Then the steamer 
would -proceed again for a few hours. 
The meat and vegetables rotted .be- 
cause of the failure of the refriger- 
ators, and were thrown overboard. 
After the storm the water supplied to 
the ship at Honolulu had to be used 
for .the boilers, and there was little or 
none for drinking! In fact, it is as- 
serted that-during the last week of 
the voyage the men lived almost en- 
tirely on whisky, beer and hardtack. 


The officers and.soldiers were utterly 


exhausted when they reached- Manila. 
The officers say that the behavior of 
the troops was beyond praise. 
For 


days, they worked in the dark, aurio- 
•:ating hold, with water sometimes up 
to their shoulders and planks washing 
about in'a manner dangerous to life 
and limb. The officers took the lead 
in bailing and encouraged .the men. 


The regiment will proceed to Zam- 


boanga on the Pekin to garrison sev- 
eral points on the island of Mindanao.
